brak eman on a fast freight and the 
su p p osition is that he climbed from 
a coal car to' the top of a box car 
and was stru ck by an ov erhead C., 
H. & I), bridge at Lu dlow Falls, O. 
That the warning signals did not 
strik e him in time for him to get ou t 
of danger is ex p lained by the asser­ 
tion of fellow trainmen 
that 
he 
climbed u p on the car after the sig­ 
nals had been p assed. 
The fifth v ertebra, near the base 
of the neck , was cru shed and forced 
down onto the six th. 
The effect of

R egard to the 
M exican 
Situation, 


President W ilso n 
M a k e s Clear, in 


H is M e ssage to Congress. H is O pin­ 


ion of Huerta and H is Governm ent. 


Mex ico City , Au g. 26 .—Jo hn Lind, 
sp ecial env o y o f President Wilso n, and 
his wife left this city this mo rning fo r 
Vera Cru z. 
It is giv en o u t o fficially 
that Lind is merely go ing away fo r a 
co u p le o f day s, bu t this is no t credited, 
the belief being that his missio n has 
ended and that little o r no ho p e re­ 
mains fo r a so lu tio n o f the q u estio ns 
between the two rep u blics. 


Washingto n, Au g. 26 .—In an address 
to co ngress President Wilso n to day 
anno u nced the failu re o f the Lind mis­ 
sio n to the Mex ican rep u blic, his me­ 
diatio n p ro p o sals hav ing been declined. 
W ith this anno u ncement the p resi­ 
dent p ro mu lgated a new p o licy to ward 
Mex ico , su ggesting the retirem ent o f 
all Americans fro m Mex ico and the 
thro wing u p o f a mo re fo rmidable bar­ 
rier against the ship ment o f arms and 
ammu nitio n into that co u ntry . 
All the reso u rces o f the go v ernment 
will be u sed to assist tho se Americans 
who desire to retire fro m the so u thern 
rep u blic. 
Hav ing thu s o ffered safety 
to Americans and hav ing clo sed the 
do o r fo r fu tu re ship ments o f mu nitio ns 
o f war, the p resident will fo llo w' a p o l­ 
icy o f no n-interference, leav ing the 
Mex icans to stru ggle betw'een them­ 
selv es and wo rk o u t their o wn salv a­ 
tio n. 
With the anno u ncemnt o f this new 
p o licy , ho wev er, will co me a sharp de­ 
mand u p o n the Hu erta go v ernment and 
all the rev o lu tio nary leaders in Mex ico 
to safegu ard American life and p ro p ­ 
erty . 
President Wilso n will let Hu er­ 
ta and his enemies k no w in v ery p o s­ 
itiv e term s that they will be held re­ 
sp o nsible lor 
any 
acts 
co mmitted 
against Americans o r their p ro p erties. 
As a means o f enfo rcing the neu trality 
laws mo re stringently , it is lik ely that 
new tro o p s will be o rdered to the bo r­ 
der and any v essels that are needed 
to co nv ey Americans fro m Mex ican 
territo ry will be sent by the United 
States nav y . 


Lin d W ill Be Recalled. 


Prev io u s to the deliv ery o f this mes­ 
sage a message had been receiv ed fro m 
Jo hn Lind, the p resident’s sp ecial en­ 
v o y , 
p racticaWy 
ack no wledging 
the 
failu re o f his missio n. 
Mr. Lind re­ 
p o rted that Hu erta had sho wn no dis­ 
p o sitio n to y ield fro m the stand that 
he had tak en against the mediatio n 
p ro gram. Of co u rse Lind no w will be 
recalled fro m Mex ico City . 
President Wilso n's new p lan was re­ 
ceiv ed with so me sk ep ticism by mem­ 
bers o f co ngress, altho u gh bo th ho u ses 
u ndo u btedly will be fo u nd standing be­ 
hind him. They feared that the p res­ 
ident’s 
new 
mo v e 
will 
resu lt 
in 
strengthening Hu erta and p ro lo nging 
the co nditio n o f p illage and anarchy . 
The p resident’s decisio n is in k eep ing 
with the stand that he has tak en all 
alo ng, that the United States tro o p s 
sho u ld no t cro ss the bo rder into Mex ­ 
ico ex cep t u nder the mo st ex treme cir­ 
cu mstances. In his message the p res­ 
ident u rges p atience and fo rbearance 
u j>o n the American p eo p le in regard 
to the Mex ican situ atio n. 
He sho ws 
the k indliest sp irit to w'ard the Mex ican 
p eo p le, bu t sp eak s his mind freely in 
regard to Hu erta and the p resent go v ­ 
ernment. 
The effo rts o f the United States to 
bring abo u t a p eacefu l settlem ent o f 
the difficu lty thro u gh the rep resenta­ 
tio ns made by Jo hn Lind, sp ecial en­ 
v o y o f President Wilso n, are o u tlined, 
as well as the answer o f the Hu erta 
go v ernment. 
The United States had 
p ro p o sed that a co nstitu tio nal electio n 
be held and that Hu erta sho u ld no t be 
a candidate. 
To these su ggestio ns, 
thro u gh which the United States be­ 
liev es p eace co u ld be resto red, Hu erta 
has rep lied in the negativ e. 
The deliv ery o f the message is an 
essential facto r in the p ro gTam o f the 
American 
go v ernment 
befo re 
the 
wo rld. 
It is no t a p reliminary to any 
drastic measu res, ho wev er, it is mere­ 
ly the anno u ncement o f a p o licy which 
will be maintained fo r y ears if neces­ 
sary u ntil co nstitu tio nal go v ernment 
shall be re-established in Mex ico . 
The effect of the 
message, it is 
hoped by administration officials, will 
be to conv ince the world o f the sincere 
efforts of the United States to bring 
about peace and forestall pressure 
that might otherwise hav e been ex ert­ 
ed by foreign gov ernments for a stern­ 
er policy toward Mex ico.

Mex ico City , Aug. 26 .—General Ger- 
onimo Trev ino is ex pected here from 
Los Angeles within a day or two. He 
is only one of many ret.red Mex ican 
army officers who hav e been recalled 
to the colors. It is ev en said Porflrio 
Diaz is coming home. There is no rea­ 
son to believ e Huerta will resign or 
accept any further suggestions from 
the United States.

It is 
no w k no wn to be the intentio n o f 
Thaw’s co u sel to ap p eal to the minis­ 
ter o f the interio r if the bo ard o f in­ 
q u iry decides that Thaw shall be de­ 
p o rted. Sho u ld tne m inister o f the in­

atto rney s want at this time.

I. & C. o fficia ls were informed that 
two of the I. & C. trainmen and an 
Union Traction company motorman, 
who had joined the u nion and then 
renou nced it becau se he did not care 
to lose his place, were walking in 
Indianapolis 
y esterday , when 
they 
met Oakley , an 
organizer 
for the 
Amalgamated Association and Street 
and Electric Railway Employ es. 
It is reported that the Union Trac- 


j tion motorman 
complained 
to the 
I organizer that the 
affairs 
of the 
u nion had been 
misrepresented to 
him and came near cau sing him to be 
dismissed. 
He 
told the organizer 
that it had been 
represented 
that 
eighty per cent of the Indiana train­ 
men belonged to the u nion when only 
a v ery small per cent really belonged. 
Oakley is said to hav e replied that 
the U. T. mottormd .11 made a mistake 
along with a nu mber of other train­ 
men for not sticking it ou t like the 
I. & C. men, referring to the two local 
trainmen who 
were 
present and 
heard the conv ersation. 
He declared 
that if the trainmen had stay ed on 
strike the u nion wou ld hav e made the 
traction companies “come to time.” 
He is alleged to hav e told 
these 
men that the u nion 
had made a r­ 
rangements to 
bring fifty “thu gs” 
from Chicago into Indiana to make 
the traction 
companies 
know the 
strikers meant bu siness by bu rning 
u p cars and 
otherwise destroy ing 
property . 
Conditions ov er the state are im­ 
prov ing so that today it was impos­ 
sible to tell that there ev er had been 
a strike ijwpng the traction trainmen. 
The cars were ru nning regu larly into 
the traction terminal bu ilding in In­ 
dianapolis. 
The first case of v iolence as a re­ 


su lt of the strike was reported last 
night on the Brazil div ision of the 
T. H. I. A E. at a point two miles ou t 
of Indiau apoils. 
A shot was fired 
from the left of the track passing 
throu gh the rear of the car, and a 
stone was thrown at the same time 
throu gh a window pane of the motor- 
man’s v estibu le. No one was inju red. 
The car was in charge of Condu c­ 
tor O. N. Pearcy and was being ru n 
at a high rate of speed. 
The bu llet 
passed within a few y ards of Pearcy 
and ev idently was aimed at the con­ 
du ctor. 
The stone was abou t three 
inches in diameter. 
The motorman, 
who declined to giv e his name nar­ 
rowly escaped inju ry 
from 
falling 
glass. 
The car continu ed its jou rney to a 
nearby switch, when the motorraan 
and condu ctor retu rned to the spot 
where the shot was fired. They made 
a hu rried search of the right of way , 
bu t fou nd nobody . 
There were fou rteen passengers on 
the car, three of whom were women. 
R. L. McDonald of'Carlisle, Ind., was 
dike of the passengers. 
All of the 
passengers were badly frightened and 
some of them crou ched below the win­ 
dows du ring the remainder of

amount of typhoid fever is expected 
during the month of September. The 
following letter has been received by 
the city health and county health 
officials from the state board: 


Typhoid fever is very prevalent 


this summer and the month of Sep- 
temper will return more cases than: 
ever unless every Health 
officer 


takes extraordinary precaution to 
prevent the spread of the disease. 


We urge the following action. 
Xo. 1. JTbtify every physician in 


your juridiction to inform 
you 
at 


once when he diagnoses a case of 
typhoid fever. (Page 31, Rule 1, Book 
of Instructions to Health officers.) 


2. Investigate the origin of every 


case as to water and milk supply and 
possible contact with persons suffer- - 
ing from typhoid, and don't be satis- 
fied until .you have all the facts. 


Notify every milkman not to take 


np milk bottles from a house where 
there is a typhoid case and you 
yourself see that, after the patient, is 
well the bottels are sterilized. (Page 
93. Paragraphs 14, 15, 16, and 17, 
Book of Instructions to Heath offi- 
cers.) 


4. Investigate the water and milk 


supplies before the fever breaks out, 
not after a case is developed and a

Beings In The United States 


The rat—not the kind milady used 


to wear in her hair, but the four- 
legged, bewhiskered 
rodent—is se- 


verely condemned as a disease breed- 
er by B. H. Creel, passed assistant 
surgeon, United States public health 
service, in a public health report just 
issued from the government printing 
office. 


"Of all the parasites that 
have 


their being in and around the habita- 
tion of man, the rat 
has less to 


justify its existence than any other," 
the report says. 


"As devoid of any redeeming traits 


as the fly, that has been the subject 
of a nation-wide sanitary crusade, 
the rat is a greater pest because of 
its depredations and its possibilities 
for 'harm in the 
transmission and 


perpetuation of bubonic plague iu a 


. community. The latter consideration 


is of more serious import iu seaport 
towns, wherever they may be, and in 
those locaities where plague 
has 


once appeared, but .with the world- 
wide march of bubonic plague in no 
city should its advent be regarded as- 
improbable. 


"For anti-plague work in the Uni- 


ted States and it insular possessions 


On one caue plantation in 
Porto Rico, where there were less 
than five 'hundred people within six 
months there were killed twenty-five 
thousand rodents. 


"It is therefore evident that an es

ping, by poisoning and by using nat- 
ural enemies, as certain 
breeds of 


cats and dogs. To insure success to 
these measures it will be necessary 
to curtail the rat's food supply by 
properly disposing of garbage and 
table refuse and by preventing rats 
from gaining access to such food as 
is contained in pantries, groceries, 
markets, stables, etc. The municipal 
government will have to assist 
the 


efforts of citizens along this line by 
creating and enforcing suitable rat- 
proofing laws. 


"Merely to keep premises clean 


and free of rubbish will be of hut 
little benefit, as 
rodents generally, 


even when abundant rubbish is avail- 
able prefer more secure cover, as 
that beneath floors and wdithin 
double -walls and ceilings.

MAY HAVE FOUND 


ORIGIN OF INDIAN 


Scientist Discovers 


Peopie in Asia, 


SiGNS 
OF ANCIENT RACE, 


Dr. Ales Hrdlicka of the Smithsonian 


Institution Finds Traces In Southern 
Siberia and Mongolia of a People 
Who Antedated the Mongols and 
Chinese—Greatly Resemble Indians. 


Recent investigations by many scien- 


tists indicate that the original Indian 
population of- Jhe United States was 
tbe overflow of tbe aboriginal popula- 
tion uf southeastern Asia and Mongo- 
lia. 
Dr. Ales UrdlicUa of the Smith- 


sonian institution, who lately returned 
from that region and is now in Wash- 
ington, says he found striking evi- 
dences that the theory is correct. He 
bases his belief not only ou the prehis- 
toric remains found in this little ex- 
plored region, but on the striking re- 
semblance of the existing race of na- 
tives to the American Indians. 


Dr. Hrdlicka explored southern Si- 


beria, both east and west of Lake Bai- 
kal. He extended his search into outer 
Mongolia. The capital, Urga. and two 
large monasteries of the region are 
constantly visited by natives from all 
the surrounding country. On one oc- 
casion he had a chance to see a gath- 
ering of 7,000 natives in one place. 


Tlie museums of Siberia proved un- 


expectedly rich in ethnological and 
archeological material bearing on his 
search. 


Ancient Burial Mounds. 


There are thousands of "kourgans," 


or burial mounds, that date back 
through the development of the native 
race to the period when they were In 
the stone age and no metal implements 
were knorwu. 


All the measurements, both facial 


and physical, of, the natives tend to 
confirm the theory that they are the 
originals of the American Indian stock, 
aad tome of the photographs of the 
living natives are so strikingly like the 
pruant day Indians that it would be 
Impoulble to tell them apart In this 
connection he says: 


"Among all these people there are 


visible many and unmistakable traces 
of admixture or persistence of what 
nppaars to have been the older popula- 
tion of these regions, pre-Mongolian 
and especially pre-Chinese, and those 
best representing these vestiges resem- 
ble to the point of Identity the Ameri- 
can Indian. 


Features Similar. 


"These men. women and children are 


brown in color, have black straight 
hair, dark brown eyes and facia! as 
well as bodily features which remind 
one most forcibly of the native Ameri- 
cans. 
Many of them, especially the 


women and children, if introduced 
among the Indians and dressed to cor- 
respond, could by no means at the dis- 
posal of the anthropologist be distin- 
guished apart The similarities extend 
to the mental makeup of the people 
and even to numerous habits and cus- 
toms wbich new contacts and religions 
have not as yet been able to efface." 


.As a result of what he saw Dr 
Hrdlicka expresses the belief that 
there exist today over large parts of 
eastern Siberia and in Mongolia, Tibet 
and other regions in that part of tho 
world numerous remains of an ancieni 
population (related in origin porli.-ip.s 
with the latest paleolithic European; 
which was physically identical witb 
and in nil probability gave rise to thf 
American Indian.

England and Germany Aroused 


By Murders, 


VENGEANCE WILL BE VISITED 


The Assassination of a British Engi- 


neer and a German Paymaster on a 
Hacienda Belonging to Senator Itur- 
bide in the State of Michoacan, Has 
Been Made the Occasion for Demand 
for Extraordinary Reprisals. 


Mexico City, Aug. 26.—An English 


«ngineer, Arthur Laughton, and a 
German named Eric Von Thaden, were 
assassinated by discontented laborers 
under the management of the Hacien- 
da de Cohuana, in the state of Michoa- 
•can. The British and German minis- 
ters and consuls have heen notified 
and the authorities are showing great 
activity in trying to capture and pun- 
ish the murderers, who are not revo- 
lutionaries. 


Laughton was a nephew of Mrs. Nut- 


ta.lt, the geologist. He was construc- 
tion enginer at the Hacienda de Co- 
huana. Von Thaden was pajTnasttr. 
The two men were murdered by rough 
Inhabitants of a townlet on the ha- 
cienda for the purpose of robbery. The 
murderers got 3,000 pesos. 


A military force left for the hacien- 


da today under command of Senator 
Eduardo Iturbide, the owner of the ha- 
cienda, and a dear friend of the dead 
men. He made a personal request on 
Dr. Urritia, the minister of the interi- 
or, to be allowed to avenge the mur- 
ders. The townlet undoubtedly will be 
burned and many executions will take 
place. 


A CHARGE OF CONSPIRACY 


Sulzer's 
Friends 
Promise 
Action 


Against Murphy and Others. 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 26.—A statement 


outlining the incidents in the charge 
of conspiracy against Charles F. Mur- 
phy, state Senator James J. Prawley 
and Assemblyman Aaron J. Levy, 
•which Judge Lynn J. Arnold of Albany 
announced was being investigated by 
District Attorney Whitman with tke 
aid of a grand jury, was handed out 
publicly to the newspaper men in the 
audience room of the suite now occu- 
pied by Governor Sulzer in the capitol 
tuilding. The contents of the state- 
ment would indicate that it was pre- 
pared UBder Governor Sulzer's super- 
vision, if not actually written by the 
governor. "The whole truth about the 
loathsome criminal conspiracy to de- 
stroy Governor Sulzer is rapidly in the 
way of being told," the statement be- 
gins.

DEFIANT SUSPECT TAKEN 


Lafayette Police Capture Alleged High- 


way Robber at Ellston. 


Lafayette, Ind., Aug. 26.—After a 


search of forty-eight hours David 
Northrup, who, it is alleged, has been 
holding up people in Lafayette for 
some time, was arrested last night at 
Ellston, two miles south of the city. 
He was found hidden in the closet of 
a small hut and the house was first 
surrounded by five pslicemen before 
an attempt was made to arrest the fu- 
gitive. Superintendent of Police Scha- 
fer and Captain Kluth went to the 
hiding place of tha alleged yeggmen 
•who had said he would not be taken 
alive. Northrup lost his nerve when 
he espied an automobile loaded with 
policemen closing in on him, and sur- 
rendered without a fight. He admitted 
to having held up George Johnson of 
West Point Saturday night and taking 
560 from him. Bert Givinn and N. 
Northrup, brother of the accused man, 
have been arrested and are in jail 
charged with assisting Northrup to es- 
cape.

HOUSE INSURGENTS 


GIVE UP THE FIGHT 


No More Back Pedaling On 


Currency Bill, 


Washington, Aug. 26.—The house 


Democrats in caucus, by a unanimous 
vote, adopted an amendment to the 
rediscount section of the administra- 
tion banking and currency bill. Insur- 
gents contend that this amendment 
amounts to an authorization of "corn 
tassel currency," while the conserva- 
tives insist that the amendment does 
not alter the original purpose of the 
section in the slightest particular. 


The utter demoralization of the in- 


surgent element that set in when they 
learned that they did not have the 
support of William J. Bryan was fur- 
ther evidenced when Representative 
Henry of Texas and his associates 
failed to present the "corn tassel" cur- 
rency amendment concerning which 
they have raised such a hullabaloo for 
the past month or so. Instead, they 
accepted a substitute offered by Chair- 
man Glass of the banking committee, 
who made the statement that the 
amendment is a lot of language with- 
out effect so far as the purposes of the 
insurgents are concerned. 


Mr. Glass Insisted sarcastically that 


the insurgents accepted the amend- 
ment In acknowledging they were 
beaten and in the hope they coulo 
quote It to save their faces with the 
people in their districts.

Stale 1o Protect Patrons of 


County Fairs, 


INSPECTORS TO BE ON GUARD 


State Food and Drug Commissioner 


Barnard Gives Fair Warning to Con- 
cessioners and Standholders That 
Violations of the State's Pure Food 
Laws at County Fairs Will Be Fol- 
lowed by Arrest an'd Prosecution. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 26.—State food 


inspectors will attend the county fairs 
in the state to see that the health ot 
patrons is protected against violations 
of the pure food and sanitary food 
laws. 


H. E. Barnard, state food and drug 


commissioner, says that the laws have 
been more generally violated at county 
fairs and carnivals than at any other 
place, and he has appealed to the presi- 
dents and secretaries of the various 
county fair associations to co-operate 
with the state board of health in pro- 
tecting their patrons. Inspectors will 
cause arrests if impure foods and 
drinks are not protected from dust and 
flies. 


Mr. Barnard's instructions Include 


the following: 


"The pure food and sanitary laws of 


the state of Indiana apply to all arti- 
cles used for food or drink and must 
be carefully observed by all conces- 
sioners and Standholders. 
* 


"All places or stands must he prop- 


erly screened and all food products 
protected by suitable coverings from 
flies, dust or other contamination. 


"Dishes must be thoroughly washed. 


This department advises sterilizing 
the dishes after washing by dipping in 
boiling water. 


"Lemonade shall be prepared from 


lemons, sugar and water. Harmless 
coloring may be used if declared by 
labeling. 


"The use of any sweetening other 


than sugar is prohibited by law in this 
state. 


"Cider is the expressed juice of the 


apple. 
It must not be fermented. 


Hard cider contains alcohol, which is 
prohibited. Artificial or imitation ci- 
der or apple drinks are prohibited if 
they are prepared from vinegar or 
other unwholesome products. 


"Any person who empties the un- 


consumed contents of a glass back 
into the original supply will be prose- 
cuted."

Letter Carriers Are Ordered Not to 


Carry Mail to Back or Side 


Doors Any More. 


OTHER RESTRICTIONS ON THEM 


The time has passed when it is in- 


umbent on a city letter carrier in 
the employ of Uncle Sam to deliver 
mail to a back or side door. A new 
order from the postoffice department 
at Washington recently went into ef- 
fect, making it mandatory for letter 
carriers to take mail to the front 
door. 


The law provides that the carrier 


shall gd to the front door, ring or 
knock and wait a reasonable time for 
the inmate to answer. 
If no one 


comes to the door in answer to his 
ring, he must go in, and in case this 
occurs several times the carrier must 
report the matter to the postmaster, 
who in turn must report to the post- 
master general. The result is that 
delivery to that person is discon- 
tinued. 


In case there is a mail receptacle 


on the front of the house, or a let- 
ter slot in the front door, the car- 
rier is not required to make his com- 
ing known.

Another grievance which the order 


will overcome is the habit of the pro- 
prietors of business houses expecting 
the 
carriers to traverse the full 


length of their stores, in some cases 
efati &> climb a flight of stairs in or- 
derTo" deliver mail to the office desk. 
In the future each business man must 
provide some receptacle for his mail 
in the front part of the store and if 
no provision is made, the carrier is 
required to leave his 
mail on the 


front counter.

"Where property was transferred 


by will or otherwise and the person 
beneficially interested came into pos 
session of such property prior to the 
taking effect of the inheritance tax 
law, such property is not subject to 
an inheritance tax," said the attor- 
ney general. 


"Railroad stock held by a resident 


of this state at the time of his death 
is subject to the inheritance tax of 
this state regardless of the question 
of the situs of the stock or of the 
domicile of the corporation in which 
such stock is held, and regardless of 
whether such stock is taxed in an 
other state.

OUR NEW POLICY 
TOWARD MEXICO 


Factions Left to Fight it Dot 


to the Bitter End, 


MESSAGE OF THE PRESIDENT 


While Urging Patience and Forbear- 


ance Upon the American People in 
Regard to the Mexican Situation, 
President Wilson Makes Clear, in 
His Message to Congress, His Opin- 
ion of Huerta and His Government. 


Mexico City, Aug. 26.—John Lind, 


special envoy of President Wilson, and 
his wife left this city this morning for 
Vera Cruz. It is given out officially 
that Lind is merely going away for a 
couple of days, but this is not credited, 
the belief being that his mission has 
ended and that little or no hope re- 
mains for a solution of the questions 
between the two republics. 


Washington, Aug. 2C.—Tn an address 


to congress President Wilson today 
announced the failure of the Lind mis- 
sion to the Mexican republic, his me- 
diation proposals having been declined. 


With this announcement the presi- 


dent promulgated a new policy toward 
Mexico, suggesting the retirement of 
all Americans from Mexico and the 
throwing up of a more formidable bar- 
rier against the shipment of arms and 
ammunition into that country. 


All the resources of the government 


will be used to assist those Americans 
who desire to retire from the southern 
republic. Having thus offered safety 
to Americans and having closed the 
door for future shipments of munitions 
of war, the president will follow a pol- 
icy of non-interference, leaving the 
Mexicans to struggle between them- 
selves and work out their own salva- 
tion. 


With the announcemnt of this new 


policy, however, will come a sharp de- 
mand upon the Huerta government and 
all the revolutionary leaders in Mexico 
to safegMard American life and prop- 
erty. President Wilson will let Huer- 
ta and his enemies know in very pos- 
itive terms that they will be held re- 
sponsible tor any acts committed 
against Americans or their properties. 
As a means of enforcing the neutrality 
laws more stringently, it is likely that 
new troops will be ordered to the bor- 
der and any vessels that are needed 
to convey Airsricans from Mexican 
territory will be sent by the United 
States navy. 


Lind Will Be Recalled. 


Previous to the delivery of this mes- 


sage a message had been received from 
John Lind, the president's special en- 
voy, 
practicaHy acknowledging the 


failure of his mission. Mr. Land re- 
ported that Huerta had shown no dis- 
position to yield from the stand that 
he had taken against the mediation 
program. Of course Lind now will be 
recalled from Mexico City. 


President Wilson's new plan was re- 


ceived with some skepticism by mem- 
bers of congress, although both houses 
undoubtedly will be found standing be- 
hind him. They feared that the pres- 
ident's new 
move 
will result in 


strengthening Huerta and prolonging 
the condition of pillage and anarchy. 
The president's decision is in keeping 
with the stand that he has taken all 
along, that the United States troops 
should not cross the border into Mex- 
ico except under the most extreme cir- 
cumstances. In his message the pres- 
ident urges patience and forbearance 
upon the American people in regard 
to the Mexican situation. He shows 
the kindliest spirit toward the Mexican 
people, but speaks his mind freely in 
regard to Huerta and the present gov- 
ernment. 


The efforts of the United States to 


bring about a peaceful settlement of 
the difficulty through the representa- 
tions made by John Lind, special en- 
voy of President Wilson, are outlined, 
as well as the answer of the Huerta 
government 
The United States had 


proposed that a constitutional election 
be held and that Huerta should not be 
a candidate. 
To these suggestions, 


through which the United States be- 
lieves peace could be restored, Huerta 
has replied in the negative. 


The delivery of the message is an 


essential factor in the program of the 
American 
government 
before 
the 


world. It Is not a preliminary to any 
drastic measures, however, it is mere- 
ly the announcement of a policy which 
will be maintained for years if neces- 
sary until constitutional government 
shall be re-established in Mexico. 


The effect of the message, it is 


hoped by administration officials, will 
be to convince the world of the sincere 
efforts of the United States to bring 
about peace and forestall pressure 
that might otherwise have been exert- 
ed by foreign governments lor a stern- 
er policy toward Mexico. 


Huerta Marshaling Hi« Forces. 


Mexico City, Aug. 26.—General Ger- 


onimo Trevino is expected here from 
Los Angeles within a day or two. He 
IB only one of many ret.red Mexican 
arm/ officers who have been recalled 
to the colors. It is even said Porflrio 
Diaz Is coming home. There is no rea- 
son to believe Huerta will resign or 
accept any farther suggestions .from 
the United States. 


W. CAMERON FORBES 


Governor General of Philip- 
pines Has Resigned Post. 


Manila, Aug. 26. — "W. 
Cameron 


Forbes, governor general of the Phil- 
ippines since November, 1909, has 
sent his resignation to Washington. 
It is effective Sept. 1. Mr. Forbes will 
be succeeded by Francis Burton Harri- 
son of New York. 


AN INTERNATIONAL 


QUESTION INVOLVED 


Thaw Case May Lead to Re- 


view of Treaty. 


Sherbrooke, Que., Aug. 26.—A for- 


mer governor of Pennsylvania, Wil- 
liam A. Stone, now the recognized di- 
recting genius of Harry Thaw's dis- 
pute with the Canadian courts and Im- 
migration laws, says: "The snow will 
he deep on Canadian soil before Thaw 
is forced out of the country." 


This is not an admission that Thaw's 


counsel fears his ultimate removal to 
the United States. It is a declaration 
that before the fight for his freedom 
in this country is abandoned Thaw 
will have made an international ques- 
tion of his rights; will have called up 
for interpretation the treaty which 
now exists between the two nations 
concerned. The present immigration 
laws in Canada are only six years old 
and, according to Governor Stone, have 
never been tested in the courts. It is 
now known to be the intention of 
Thaw's cousel to appeal to the minis- 
ter of the interior if the board of in- 
quiry deciftes that Thaw shall be de- 
ported. Should tne minister of the in- 
terior sustain the decision of the board 
of inquiry the question involving the 
right of k citizen of the United States 
to demand a civil trial of his case 
would be forced and the Canadian par- 
liament will be asked to take a hand in 
the entanglemnt. 


Governor Stone would not say if he 


believed such a course would finally 
result in obtaining freedom for Thaw 
or even if he believed Thaw's case 
could in this way be taken into the 
Canadian courts. 
Such a procedure 


would undoubtedly make possible a 
long delay, and that is what the Thaw 
attorneys want at this time. 


William Travel's Jerome has arrived

York's case against Thaw.

They Are Celebrating Tflday the Cen- 


tennial of Napoleon's Fall. 


Kelheim, Bavaria, Aug. 2G.—All the 


German sovereigns, including Emper- 
or William and the heads of the city 
republics of Hamburg, Bremen and 
Lubeck, have assembled here as the 
guests of the prince regent of Bavaria 
to commemorate in the great hall of 
liberation the defeat of Napoleon in 
1813. 
Besides the rulers, this littlo 


town of only 4.000 inhabitants is en- 
tertaining 70,000 visitors who have 
traveled here over the single track 
railroad or in automobiles from all 
parts of Germany.

that it had been represented that 
eighty per cent of the Indiana train- 
men belonged to the union when only 
a very small per cent really belonged. 


Oakley is said to have replied that 


the U. T. motorman made a mistake 
along with a number of other train- 
men for not sticking it out like the 
I. & C. men, referring to the two local 
trainmen who 
were 
present and 


heard the conversation. 'He declared 
that if the trainmen had stayed on 
strike the union would have made the 
traction companies "come to time." 


He is alleged to have told 
these 


men that the union had made ar- 
rangements to 
bring fifty "thugs" 


from Chicago into Indiana to make 
the traction 
companies 
know the 


strikers meaiil business by burning 
up cars and 
otherwise destroying 


property..

passed within a few yards of Pearcy 
and evidently was aimed at the con- 
ductor. 
The stone was about three 


inches in diameter. 
The motorman, 


who declined to give his name nar- 
rowly escaped injury from 
falling 


glass. 


The car continued its journey to a 


nearby switch, when the motorman 
and conductor returned to the spot 
where the shot'was fired. They made 
a hurried search of the right of way, 
but found nobody. 


There were fourteen passengers on 


the car, three of whom were women. 
R. L. McDonald of'Carlisle, Ind., was 
one; ,of••:the.vpassengers. 
All of the 


passengers were badly frightened and 
some of them crouched below the win- 
dows during the remainder of 
the 


trip, he said. 


The trip to the city was made 


without further incident.
